Ambassador to America 
Says New Outlet Must be 
Found for People

ROME, Sept. 25.—Hopeless of 
any chafge in the American at- 
titudé toward immigration, Am- 
bassador Ricci, in a long interview 
in the Tribuna, advises Italy to 
seek another outlet for immigrants 
— one in which Anglo-Saxons do 
not so predominate that they re- 
fuse to treat with even the Latin 
races on a basis of equality.” 

Signor Ricci denied the Italians 
had resisted Americanization say- 
ing what they resisted was Anglo- 
Saxonization. He declared it was 
a useless waste of money for Italy 
to send a commission to Washing- 
ton just now to treat with the debt 
question. 

Speaking of the railroad strike, 
he said, they were accompanied 
by far more bloodshed than the 
Fascisti-Communist struggle and 
“provoked actions by state authori- 
ties which frequently were any- 
thing but favorable to the work- 
men's demands. There were 
measures of repression the sever- 
ity of which we here would judge 
excessive and unjustly partisan.” 

The Ambassador compiained the 
American press paid little atten- 
tion to “those noteworthy epi- 
sodeg,” but had the space to ex- 
aggerate Italian troubles. It is 
unlikely that Signor Ricci who is 
convalescing from a bruised 
shoulder will be able to return to 


Washington for several months. 


MURDERER TESTIFIES 
WITH RAZOR IN SHOE 


MEANT TO USE IT ON “CERTAIN

Turley, on trial in the District Court 
here for the murder of Mrs. Emma 
Wise, sat in the prisoners’ box 
throughout last Saturday's .

guard at the County Jail, testified 
today. 

Langdon offered no opinion as 
to what use Turley planned to make 
of the rezor, ou. John de Weese, 
attorney for Turley, declared that 
the prisoner told him he intended 
to use the weapon on “a certain 
attorney” in case the attorney took 
the stand against him. 

Langdon wis called to the stand 
by De Weese in an effort to bring 
out testimony to show Turley in- 
sane. * 

The body of Mr Wise was found 
in the furnace pipe of a vacant 
North Denver house last June, a 
few days after she had disappeared 
from her home.

San Francisco Harbor Not 


Safe for All Ships 
City Appeals to Congress for 


Shallow Rock 
Bottom Menacing 


{EXCLUsIVE DisPaTCcH.| 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25. —Hun- 
dreds of letters are pouring into 
Washington from San Francisco 
making frantic appeals for the 
improvement of the channel at San 
Francisco's harbor entrance, since 
Admiral Eberle told the San Fran- 
ciscans who wanted to take the 
fleet away from Los Angeles that 
the rocks in San Francisco's har- 
bor entrance were a menace to 
the big battleships of the fleet. 

The New Mexico, it is said by 
naval experts, had a narrow escape 
there some time ago and almost 
scraped its lower plates on one of 
the submerged rocks. When Ad- 
miral Eberle told the San Fran- 
ciscans that until the harbor was 
made gate the fleet would stay in 
Los Angeles, there came the flood 
of letters demanding effective and 
immediate Congressional action, 
but San Francisco will have to 
wait and, in the meantime, much 
to the * disconcertment of San 
Francisco the fleet remains in 
Scuthern California waters. 

In the rivers and harbors bill 
passed in the last moments of the 
present Congress and just signed 
by President Harding there is an 
authorization for this work. This 
does not mean that the work will 
be started soon, for Congress has 
not appropriated a cent for this 
purpose and may take no action 
even at the next session of Con- 
grese. The action just taken means 
only that Congress can legally ap- 
propriate the money for this pur- 
pose if it sees fit. 


HARBOR HAS BAR 


The action of Congress is based 
on an investigation of the San 
Francisco Harbor by Army en- 
gineers, the report of which 
was submitted to by 
the Secretary of War last Novem- 
ber. In this report Chief of En- 
gineera Beach, confirming Admiral 
Eberle's objection says, in part: 

“The entrance to San Francisco 
Harbor is through the Golden 
Gate where there is ample depth 
and width. Five to six miles out- 
side there is a semicircular bar 
through or around which are three 
channels, two of which—the main 
ship channel ditectly opposite the 
entrance and Bonita or north 
channel along the shore—are now 
. The controlling depth and 
width of the former are thirty- 
six feet and 100 feet, respectively, 
and of the latter fifty-four feet 
and 730 feet. In Bonita Channel 
there are some rock obstructions 
and for some distarice it runs ap- 
proximately parallel with the rock- 
bound coast, rendering navigation 


somewhat hazardous. The main 


ship channel is the usually traveled 
route, but the depth is not suf- 
ficient in times of heavy swelis to 
prevent large vessels from striking 


the bottom. The mean tidal rarge 


on the bar is 3.8 feet. 


MORE DEPTH NEEDED 

“The improvement desired is a 
channel which will permit deep- 
draught vessels to enter the har- 
bor safely in all kinds of weather. 
A study of the draught of vessels 
using San Francisco Harbor shows 
that to comply with this require- 
ment the depth should be forty 
feet at mean lower low water. The 
estimated cost of a channel of that 
depth and 2000 feet wide follow- 
ing the course of the main ship 
channel is $530,000 for initial 
work and $100,000 annually there- 
after for maintenance. ‘The re- 
moval of rock obstructions in Bo- 
nita Channel to forty feet is es- 
timated to cost $1,400,000. The 
district engineer, who is also the 
division engineer, prefers, for rea- 
sons given; the main ship channel 
route and is of opinion that the 
entrance to San Francisco Har- 
bor is worthy of improvement fol- 
lowing tthe line of that channel 
— above-mentioned estimated 
c 

“These reports have been 
ferred, as required by law. to the 
Board of Engineers for Rivers 
and Harbors, and attention is in- 

ted to its report herewith con- 

rring in the views of the district 
engineer. 

“After due consideration of the 
above-mentioned reports, I concur 


in the views of the district engi- 


neer and the board of engineers 
for rivers and harbors and, there- 
fore, report that the improvement 
of the entrance to San Francisco 
Harbor by the United States is 
deemed advisable to the extent of 
dredging a channel through the 
vuter bar on line of the main ship 
channel, forty feet deep at. mean 
lower low water and 2000 feet 
wide, at an estimated cost of $530,- 
000 for original work and $100,000 
annually for maintenance.”
